A. The proposed well site is staked and the surveyors plat attached.
Two 200-foot reference stakes are present.

B. To reach the location from the town of Vernal , Utah; proceed
southwest approximately 14 miles on U.S. Highway 40, thence
south approximately 7.0 miles on Utah State Highway 209,
thence generally south approximately 10.0 miles on Utah State
Highway 88 to the town of Ouray, thence generally south approxi-
mately 11.5 miles on the Seep Ridge Road (an existing, upgraded
county road), thence northeast approximately 9.3 miles on the
Mountain Fuel Road (an existing, upgraded oilfield road), thence
southeast approximately 4.4 miles on an existing oilfield road,
thence east/northeast approximately 2.45 miles on an existing
oilfield road, thence east approximately 0.6 mile to the C.I.G.E.

B. New Facilities Contemplated (Refer to Figure #2)
1. All production facilities will be located on the disturbed

portion of the well pad and at a minimum of 25 feet from the
toe of the back cut or top of the fill slope.

2. Production facilities will require an area approximately
300' X 150'.

3. Production facilities will be accommodated on the well pad.
Construction materials needed for installation of the
production facilities will be obtained from the site; any addi-
tional materials needed will be purchased from a local supplier.
A dike will be completely constructed around the production
facilities (i.e., production tanks, produced water tanks,
and/or heater treater). The dikes for the production faci-
lities will be constructed of compacted subsoil, be impervious,
hold 1.5 times the storage capacity of the battery, and be
independent of the back cut. The integrity of the dike will
be maintained.

4. All permanent above-the-ground structures will be painted
Desert Brown or Carlsbad Canyon (Munsell standard color
#'s 10YR6/3 or 2.5Y6/3) within 6 months of installation. The
exception being that Utah Occupation Health and Safety
Act Rules and Regulations are to be complied with where
special safety colors are required.

C. The production pit will be fenced with mesh wire with one top
strand of barbed wire, held in place by side posts and corner
'H' braces in order to protect livestock and wildlife.

D. During drilling and subsequent operations, all equipment and
vehicles will be confined to the access road, well pad and any
additional areas specified in the APD.

E. Reclamation of the disturbed areas no longer needed for operations
will be accomplished by grading, leveling and seeding as recommended
by the BLM.

5. Location and Type of Water Supply:

A. Water for drilling will be obtained from the White River at
a point in the NWISWIof Section 17, T9S, R22E. Application
for Permit to Appropriate Surface Water will be filed with the
State of Utah prior to diversion.

B. Water will be hauled over existing roads via tank truck from
the point of diversion to the proposed location. No new
construction will be required on/along the water haul route.
No off-lease/off-unit Federal lands will be crossed on/along
the water haul
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5. Location and Type of Water Supply: Con't.

C. No water well will be drilled on this location.

6. Source of Construction Materials:

A. No additional construction materials will be needed for well
pad construction; surface and sub-surface soils will be sufficient.
Refer to Item #2F regarding construction material required on
the access road.

B. The use of materials under BLMjurisdiction will conform to
43 CFR 3610.2-3. Source of construction materials will be
located on lease. No construction materials will be taken from
Indian lands.

C. If production is established, any construction materials needed
for surfacing access road and installation of production facilities
will be purchased from a local supplier.

D. No new access roads for construction materials will be required.

7. Methods of Handling Waste Material Disposal:

A. Cuttings - the cuttings will be disposed of in the reserve pit.
B. Drilling fluids - contained in reserve pit and allowed to

evaporate. The reserve pit will be designed to prevent the
collection of surface runoff and will be constructed with a
minimum of one-half (1/2) the total depth below the original
ground surface on the lowest point within the pit.

C. Produced fluids - hydrocarbons produced during completion opera-
tions will be placed in test tanks on the location. Produced
waste water will be confined to an unlined pit for a period not
to exceed ninety (90) days after initial production. During the
ninety (90) day period, an application for approval of a
permanent disposal method and location, along with the required
water analysis, will be submitted for the District Manager's
approval pursuant to Onshore Oil and Gas Order No. 3 (NTL-2B).
Any spills of oil, gas, salt water or other noxious fluids will
be cleaned up and removed to an approved disposal site.

D. Sewage - self-contained, chemical toilets will be provided by
Rocket Sanitation for human waste disposal. Upon completion
of operations, the holding tanks will be pumped and the contents
disposed of in a municipal sewage treatment facility or other
authorized disposal facility.

E. Garbage and other waste material - all garbage and inflammable
wastes/trash will be contained in a portable trash container
and disposed of weekly. No trash will be placed in the reserve
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7. Methods of Handling Waste Material Disposal: Con't.

F. After the rig moves out, all materials will be cleaned up and
no adverse materials will be left on the location. Any open
pits will be fenced during drilling and kept fenced until such
time as the pits are backfilled.

G. Three sides of the reserve pit will be fenced with wire mesh
with one top strand of barbed wire before drilling starts.
The fourth side will be fenced as soon as drilling is completed.
The fence will be constructed as prescribed in the USGS Publi-
cation (1978) Surface Operating Standards for Oil and Gas Develop-
ment. Alternatives to the prescribed standards shall be submitted
to the Authorized Officer for approval. Fencing will be main-
tained until cleanup.

H. The reserve pit will be lined.

8. Ancillary Facilities:

9. Wellsite Layout:

A. Figure #1 shows the drill site layout as staked. Cross-sections
have been drafted to visualize the planned cuts and fills across
the location. Approximately four (4) inches of topsoil will
be stockpiled for future reclamation of the well site. Refer
to Figure #1 for the location of the topsoil stockpile.

B. Figure #1 is a diagram showing the rig layout. No permanent
living facilities are planned. There will be three trailers on
location; one each for mud.logger, toolpusher, and geologist.

C. Figure #2 shows the proposed production facilities layout.
D. The reserve pit will not be lined unless necessary (refer to

Item #7H). During the air-drilling phase of operations, a
blooie line will be laid from the well head into a separate
blooie pit (approximately 25' X 25') constructed at a minimum
of 100' from the well head and directly adjacent to the reserve
pit.

10. Plans for Reclamation of the Surface:

A. Backfilling, leveling and re-contouring are planned as soon
as the reserve pit dries. Waste and spoil materials will be
disposed of immediately upon completion of drilling and workover
activities. If production is established, the un-needed areas
of the location will be reclaimed as soon as the reserve pit
dries. For production, the fill slopes will be reduced

10. Plans for Reclamation of the Surface: Con't.

A. Con't.
a 1.5:1 to a 3:1 slope and the cut slopes will be reduced
from a 2:1 to 3:1 slope by pushing the fill material back into
the cut.

B. Upon completion of backfilling, leveling and re-contouring, the
stockpiled topsoil will be evenly spread over the reclaimed
area(s). All disturbed surfaces (including access road and
well pad areas) will be re-seeded using the seed mixture recom-
mended by the BLM. Seed will be drilled on the contour to
an approximate depth of 1/2 inch. Fall seeding will be completed
after September 1 and prior to ground frost. If applicable,
spring seeding will be completed after the frost has left the
ground and prior to May 15.

C. Three sides of the reserve pit will be fenced during drilling
and the fourth side will be fenced immediately upon rig removal.
Said fencing will consist of woven wire with 1 top strand of
barbed wire and corner 'H' braces and will be maintained until
leveling and cleanup are accomplished.

D. If any oil is on the pits and is not immediately removed after
operations cease, the pit containing the oil or other adverse
substances will be flagged overhead or covered with wire mesh.

E. The reclamation operations will begin after the drilling rig
is removed. Removal of oil or other adverse substances will
begin immediately or area will be flagged and fenced. Other
cleanup will be done as needed. Planting and re-vegetation is
considered best in Fall, 1988, unless requested otherwise.

F. The following are provisions to be addressed in the restoration
of the C.I.G.E. #109D-33-9-22 location.

1. Immediately upon well completion, the location and surrounding
area will be cleared of all debris, materials, trash and
junk not required for production.

2. Before any dirt work to restore the location takes place, the
reserve pit must be completely dry and all cans, barrels,
pipe, etc. will be removed. The reserve pit and that portion
of the location and access road not needed for production
facilities/operations will be reclaimed. The reserve pit
will be reclaimed within 2 years from the date of well completion.

3. All disturbed areas will be re-contoured to the approximate
natural contours.

4. The stockpiled topsoil will be evenly distributed over the
disturbed areas.

5. Prior to re-seeding, all disturbed areas, including the
access roads, will be scarified and left with a rough

7. An appropriate seed mixture will be determined by the BLM,
either as part of the Conditions of Approval of the APD or
at the time restoration activities are scheduled to begin.

8. All seeding will be done from September 1 until the ground
freezes.

9. At such time as the well is plugged and abandoned the operator
will submit a surface reclamation plan to the Surface
Management Agency for prescribed seed mixtures and re-seeding
requirements.

10. If the seeding is unsuccessful, the lessee/operator may
be required to make subsequent seedings.

The road shall be upgraded to meet the standards of the anticipated
traffic flow and all-weather road requirements.

We have been advised of changes occurring with the operation of your database for
Change of Operator. You will be modifying your records to reflect Change of Operator
once you have received all necessary documentation from the companies involved, and
perhaps in advance of our Notice of Concurrence/Approval of Change of Operator where
Indian leases are involved.

We have no objection.

With further comment to Rulemaking, I wish to comment concerning the provision of
Exhibits for upcoming Hearings. I would like to see the Uintah & Ouray Agency, BIA,
and the Ute Indian Tribe, Energy & Mineral Resources Department added to the list of
those parties that receive advance Exhibits so as to allow us to have research time prior to
Hearing dates. We will be able to provide a more informed recommendation to the Oil,
Gas and Mining Board. It would be best if we would receive only those Exhibits that
concern Indian lands, specifically on or adjacent to Indian lands. This may be a difficult
situation to attain, as it is not always clear where 'on or adjacent' occurs.

I am aware that you have gone to extra effort to correct this matter already, and I fully
appreciate it. My request is intended only to allow the addition of Uintah & Ouray
Agency and Ute Indian Tribe to the official listing.

We appreciate you concern, and hope that these comments are timely enough for
consideration in the revision process.
